NOTE 1 - NATURE OF BUSINESS AND SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING
POLICIES :

Nature of Business

Inner Circle Sports, LLC, (the “Company”) is a broker-dealer registered with the Securities
and Exchange Commission (SEC) and is a member of the Financial Industry Regulatory
Authority. The Company is a limited liability company formed in the State of Delaware.
The Company assists in raising money for construction of sports complexes and acquiring
sports franchises.

Use of Estimates

The preparation of the financial statements in conformity with accounting principles
generally accepted in the United States of America requires management to make
estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and
disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and
the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during the reporting period. Actual
results could differ from these estimates.

Income Taxes

The Company is organized as a Limited Liability Company. As a flow-through entity,
Federal and state income taxes are the responsibility of the members. Therefore, the
Company does not record a provision for income taxes as the members report the
Company's income or loss on their income tax returns. New York City taxes are the
responsibility of the Company as an unincorporated entity for city purposes.

Revenue Recognition

The Company records consulting revenues on the date of closing of each transaction.

Statement of Cash Flows

For purposes of the Statement of Cash Flows, the Company has defined cash equivalents
as highly liquid investments, with original maturities of less than three months, that are not
held for sale in the ordinary course of business.

Marketing Costs

The Company expenses marketing costs as incurred. Total marketing costs were
$26,298 in 2007.

Concentration of Credit Risk

The Company maintains its cash balances in accounts which, at times, may exceed
federally insured limits. The Company has not experienced any losses in such accounts
and believes there is little or no exposure to any significant credit risk.

Trade Receivables

Trade receivables are carried at original invoice amount less an estimate made for
doubtful receivables based on a review of all outstanding amounts on a monthly basis.
Management determines the allowance for doubtful accounts by identifying troubled
accounts and by using historical experience applied to an aging of accounts. Trade
receivables are written off when deemed uncollectible. Recoveries of trade receivables
previously written off are recorded as income when received. The Company considers
accounts receivables to be fully collectible at year-end. Accordingly, no allowance for
doubtful accounts has been recorded

NOTE 2 — COMMITMENTS AND CONTINGENCIES

NOTE 4 — NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission Uniform Net Capital
Rule (SEC rule 15c3-1), which requires the maintenance of minimum net capital and
requires that the ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net capital, both as defined, shall not
exceed 15to 1.

At December 31, 2007, the Company had net capital of $135,417, which exceeded the
minimum requirement of $5,000 by $130,417.

NOTE 5 — 401(k) RETIREMENT PLAN

Under the terms of the Company’s pension plan adopted effective December 24, 2004,
the Company can contribute a discretionary amount. The Company made no contribution
for 2007.

NOTE 6 — RULE 15¢3-3 EXEMPTION

The Company is exempt from the provisions of Rule 15¢3-3 under paragraph (k)(2)(i) in
that the Company carries no margin accounts; promptly transmits all customer funds and
delivers all securities received; does not otherwise hold funds or securities for, or owe
money or securities to customers and effectuates all financial transactions on behalf of
customers on a fully disclosed basis.

2. Complying with the requirements for prompt payment for securities under Section 8 of
Federal Reserve Regulation T of the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve
System.

3. Obtaining and maintaining physical possession or control of all fully paid and excess
margin securities of customers as required by Rule 15¢3-3.

Management of the Company is responsible for establishing and maintaining internal control
and the practices and procedures referred to in the preceding paragraph. In fulfilling this
responsibility, estimates and judgements by management are required to assess the
expected benefits and related costs of control and of the practices and procedures referred
to in the preceding paragraph and to assess whether those practices and procedures can be
expected to achieve the SEC’s above-mentioned objectives.

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Two of the objectives of internal control and the practices and procedures are to provide
management with reasonable but not absolute assurance that assets for which the Company
has responsibility are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition and that
transactions are executed in accordance with management's authorization and recorded
properly to permit the preparation of financial statements in accordance with generally
accepted accounting principles. Rule 17a-5(g) lists additional objectives of the practices and
procedures listed in the preceding paragraph.

Because of inherent limitations in internal control or the practices and procedures referred to
above, error or fraud may occur and not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of
them to future periods is subject to the risk that they may become inadequate because of
changes in conditions or that the effectiveness of their design and operation may deteriorate.

Our consideration of internal control would not necessarily disclose all matters in internal
contro! that might be material weaknesses under standards established by the American
Institute of Certified Public Accountants. A material weakness is a condition in which the
design or operation of one or more of the internal control components does not reduce to a
relatively low level the risk that error or fraud in amounts that would be material in relation to
the financial statements being audited may occur and not be detected within a timely period
by employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions.
